| New Helicopter 'Plane 


B.C. Man Claims Test Of Latest 


Model Is Success 

A new type of helicopter flying 
machine is undergoing final tests by 
its inventor, John Hess, at New 
Westminster, B.C. The_ inventor 
claims it is the first successful heli- 
copter for all practical purposes; 
that it can be liftéd and lowered 
vertically in the air. 

During the past 15 years Mr. Hess 
has studied aeroplanes and done a 
great deal of building and experi- 


aeroplane had been successful, and 
that the machine could be kept in 
the air as long as he wished. 

The aeroplane weighs a ton and is 
powered with a 210 horsepower 
motor. , There are two propellors, one 
in front and the other at the rear, 
revolving on vertical shafts. 

Each propeller has four blades and 
is shaped like an umbrella. The for- 
ward shaft may be thrown into a 
horizontal position to drive the aero- 
plane forward once it is in thé air. 

The secrets of the machine are 
well guarded. .It is the third heli- 
copter made by Mr. Hess. The first 
was a model and later he experi- 
mented with a 100 horsepower motor- 
ed machine.

The 250 million bushels of wheat 
which Canada hopes to export annu- 
ally has to compete on the markets of 
the world with a vast quantity of 
other foodstuffs. 

It is calculated that the 2,000 mil- 
lion people in the world consume each 
year in. rounds numbers foodstuffs a 


follows: Potatoes, 8,000 million bush- |’ 
rice, 5,300'| , 


‘els; wheat 5,600 million; 
million; rye, millet and spelt together, 
1,930 million bushels. 

In addition 10,500 million bushels 
of corn, barley, oats and mixed grains 
are fed to livestock and produce the 
equivalent of about 2,000 million bus- 
hels of livestock products Such as 
meat, eggs, butter;;cheese, milk and 
cream. 

Then there are consumed either dir- 
ectly or. through livestock large a-' 
mounts of beans, peas, lentils, rape- 
seed, ground nuts, linseed, sesame, 
cotton ~seed, hemp seed, copra,. palm 
kernels, fish, game, vegetables, fruit 
and pasture grasses. 

Or, it means that on the average, 
each person in the world consumes 
annually the following: Potatoes, 4 
bushels; wheat, 2.8. bushels; rice; 2.6 
bushels; rye, millet and spelt, 1 bush- 
el; livestock products, 1.1 bushels; 
fish, game and vegetables, fruits and 
other cereals, 3 bushels, making a 
total, of 14.5 bushels of foodstuffs 
each person consumes per annum, of 
which it will be noted that wheat 
forms one-fifth,
